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INDIANS ARE. HYPHENATED 


Those of a more or less sentimental nature who 
have on occasion for years been lamenting the disap- 
pearance of the noble red man from American lite 
will be interested in the figures of ‘the United States 
Census Bureau the Indian population of the country 
has gained 2,693 since 1924 and has incréased 18,- 
976 since 1913. This would seem to refute pretty 
effectually the popular belief that the Indian as a race 
is dying off with any great degree of rapidity. 

It is noted, however, that while the number of 
Indians is actually increasing, the pure aboriginal 


Indian blood seems to be fading, so that the Indians First Oil Well in United S 


as a race more or less are becoming part hyphenated. 
‘The intermarriage of the Indians and whites, or blacks 
while it increases the number of. .hose called Indians, 
is cutting down the simon pure type of which Feni- 
more Cooper loved to write. 

It is said that the majority of the Indians in most 
of the staes which have Indian population are mixed 
-more or less with the blood of other races, principally 
the white race and the negro. This gives rise to the 
statement that there is a greater population of Indians 
now than at the time of Captain John Smith founding 
Jamestown.’ The principal difference is in the purity 
of the blood. The amoun. of those bearing the Indian 
‘strain in the country has been increased somewhat 
during the past few years by the immigration of Mexi- 
cans, the majority of whom have a strain of Indian 
blood. Mexico is now classed as the real home of 
the North American Indian at this time as there are 
many more people in that country of Indian blood 
than in the other divisions of the continent. 4 


NEW WAR ON PROTECTION 


Every dollar of money that American bankers 
persuade their clients to put into industrial enterprises 
in Germany and Austria will be used to the utmost ex- 
tent of its influence agairist a protective tariff in this 
country. ; 

The’ American people must soon face .he most 
active propaganda to break down our protective tariff 
that they have ever had to meet, for this propaganda 
will be backed by great financial interests who will 
take the ground that the loans made to industrial in- 
terests as well as to Etiropean nations can never be 
paid except by throwing down our protective tariff 
bars and permitting Europe to flood our country with 
its producis. We must, say these propagandists for 
free trade, lost all that is being invested in Europe or 
else give Europe the opportunity for putting its cheap- 
ly-made products in the American markets on a free- 
trade or low-tariff basis. 

This movement is being backed by great import- 
ing houses, by some of the big department stores, by 
financial interests which to some extent are keeping in 
the background; but the work is under way—the 
poison in being put into the well from which Ameri- 
can people are drinking. Without realizing how dan- 
gerous is this poisoned well, they are gradually ab- 
sorbing into their systems a deadly poison inimical to 
the life of individual business and to the prosperity of 
the life of the whole country.--Manufacturers Record.

Of Margherita to 
Be Held Monday 


(By Universal Service) 


By JOHN T. BURKE, 

ROME, Jan. 6.—In a funeral car 
transfOrmed into a chapel the body 
of Queen Margherita, with a 
priest and four nuns praying dur- 
ing the whole journey, will start 
for Rome Sunday morning from 
Bordighera. On top of the casket 
will be a great wreath of black 
carnations, the new flower named 
in honor Of Mussolini. They are 
sent by the Premier as a tribute 
to the noble woman who has been 
his loyal friend. 

On the route to Rome the train 
will stop a minute at each station 
to permit the people to pray for 
the repOse of the Queen’s soul. 
When the train arrives at Rome 
Sunday night the body will be 
transported to the Royal Church 
of St. Mary of the Angels, where 
solemn high mass and requiem 
will be celebrated Monday. Then 
the people of Rome will be per- 
mitted to file past the bier and 
take a last look at the “Royal 
Savoy” before the procession 
startsin the afternoon for the 
starts in the afternoon for the 
tomb beside the body of King 
Humbert, her husband and life- 
long lover. 

The King and Queen and all the 
Princes and Princesses of the 
House of Savoy, representatives 
of reigning houses and _ Other 
rulers of Europe, all the nobles 
and officials of Italy and_ the 
whole diplomatic corps will take 
part in the imposing procession, 
which will be commanded by 
General Badoglio. 

Along the route electric lights 
veiled in black will serve = as 
funeral lamps, and every church 
in Rome will toll the parting 
knell. All business in Rome will 
be suspended while the cortege 
is proceeding to the Pantheon.
